ACTION in EDUCATION 





starts with YOU! 


% EDITOR’S NOTE: The first faint signal of the Soviet Sputnik 


relayed to earth and transmitted to Americans by radio was a 


menacing “‘beep-beep-beep.”’ Maybe it sounded more like a Russian 


nursery rhyme than an ominous challenge to our educational 


system, but to many thoughtful Americans that echoing, hypnotic 


““‘beep-beep-beep”’ rhymed with ‘“‘sleep-sleep-sleep.”’ 


It was no lullaby; it was more like reveille. The challenge of 


Sputnik was aimed at our schools. While it took 


the Russians to point up our weaknesses, it will take us 


to do something about them. 


In community after community across America, private citizens 


together with educators are working vigorously and 


imaginatively to improve our schools. No other institution 


is of greater importance to today’s families. Beyond the natural 


concern that our school taxes buy the best in buildings, 


we have —or should have—an abiding interest in just how well the 


schools are preparing our children to live in today’s complex world. 


We asked writer Monroe Fry to report on what has been done in 


American communities that typifies the kind of action our awards 


program (see page 11) is designed to honor. Here is that report. 


P IN DARIEN, CONNECTICUT, hope for 
improved educational facilities was at a low 
ebb. A bond issue for a new high school had 
been defeated. The school building committee 
resigned. Teacher morale was shattered. At 
this point, Frank A. Weck, an insurance actu- 
ary, and his wife discussed the problem in- 
formally with friends. Weck then called a 
meeting in a small reception room of a church 
which resulted in the establishment of a Citi- 
zens for Good Education group. Two hundred 
volunteers from this group canvassed each of 
Darien’s 5,000 homes to explain why the 
money was needed and how it would be spent. 





Nine months later, virtually the same bond 
issue was voted on again. Instead of two to 
one against, it was two to one for. 

Similar instances of action on school bond 
issues can be cited around the country. The key 
factor seems to be nothing more complex than a 
clear understanding of why the money is needed 
and how it will be spent. 


>» IN DETROIT, MICHIGAN, top busi- 
nessmen tackled the issue as they would a 
major industrial crisis. After the city’s pro- 
posed bond issue had been defeated, the 
school superintendent called on Detroit ex- 
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ecutives for help. Headed by George Romney, 
president of American Motors Corporation, a 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on School 
Needs was organized. The group included a 
cross section of Detroit citizens—industrialists 
and trade union leaders, professional men and 
housewives. After an 18-month study, they 
presented the city with a five-year plan calling 
for a school bond issue three times the amount 
the voters had rejected two years before. 
Along with the plan, the committee outlined 
a campaign: The bond issue was “running for 
office.” In April, 1959, this second bond issue, 
three times the size of the first, was elected! 


> IN ELIZABETHTON, TENNESSEE, : 
handful of citizens met in homes to study the 
entire school system after—again after—a 
bond issue for $720,000 had been defeated 
resoundingly. School officials asked the group 
to organize formally a citizens’ advisory com- 
mittee to undertake a detailed study of the 
needs of the school system. Their report was 
less than encouraging: The school system did 
not need $720,000; it needed $3,487,000. 
House-to-house visits and every available 
publicity outlet were combined to drive the 
problem home to the parents whose children 
were in the schools. The bond issue, five times 
the size of the one the voters vetoed in the first 
place, was overwhelmingly approved. 

School problems in this country are not lim- 
ited to bond issues; if bond issues were the pan- 
acea, the solution, if not the funds, would be 
available. The problems are as big as $3.5 
million, and they are as small as the education 
of one good student. 


>» IN COZAD, NEBRASKA, David Stevens, 
editor of the Cozad Local, the town newspa- 
per, interrupted a bridge game with neigh- 
bors in his home to comment on the need to 
create the scholar in the same hero-image of 
the athlete. From this discussion, a Commu- 
nity Scholarship Association was organized to 
honor and help outstanding students to con- 
tinue their education. This year the top sci- 
ence student in high school, unable to afford 
college, was sent because of this program. Five 
years ago, he would have been virtually un- 
known to his fellow students and townspeo- 
ple. Today, the community is watching and 
backing him. The scholarship fund not only 
gives honors to the top students, but also cash, 
deposited in the local bank to be withdrawn 
when they graduate from high school. 


> IN FALL RIVER, MASSACHUSETTS, 
hard hit by a major economic slump, tuition 
money was scarce for many top students. 
While fitting a high school graduate for 
glasses, Dr. Irving A. Fradkin, a young op- 
tometrist, learned that the boy wanted to go 
to college but was unable to afford it. Dr. 
Fradkin organized a Citizens’ Scholarship 
Foundation with memberships at $1. Even 
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many of the most hard-pressed townspeople 
contributed, paying 50 cents down and 50 
cents later to join. Within six months, $4,000 
was raised and distributed. Now, 89 local or- 
ganizations—civic bodies, trade unions, banks 

make regular contributions to the Citizens’ 
Scholarship Foundation to see that any 
youngster who has no money for tuition can 
enter college. 


> IN DENNISON, TEXAS, and Asbury 

Park, New Jersey, students with marks of 90 
or better are awarded the much-prized school 
letter. 


> IN CARLSBAD, NEW MEXICO, .top 
high school students are given special recogni- 
tion at a luncheon sponsored by community 
leaders. Bankers, storekeepers, and politicians 
offer as their main course: ‘“‘What can we do 
for you?” The first of these planned banquets 
was held in May, 1959, and was so successful 
it is now a permanent event. 

These efforts are part of a healthy tendency 
to shift the school hero image from the athletic 
field to the classroom. The result is greater 
respect for scholarship among the students. 


» IN NEWTON, MASSACHUSETTS, the 
school system is geared to re-examine estab- 
lished methods of teaching. The course New- 
ton has set can influence teaching methods 
throughout America. What can the private 
citizen contribute to such a program? School 
officials say their unusual program could not 
exist without wholehearted public support. 
“It is not just that the people back our ef- 
forts,” said one faculty member, “but they 
contribute new ideas for us to examine. It is 
more than co-operation; it is an eagerness to 
help.” 

Top students in any system are only as ad- 
vanced as the system allows. Many communities 
have examined their school curriculum and 
methods with the goal of improving both. For 
example, the three- and four-track curriculum 
schools have been successful in allowing the 
brightest students to advance as fast as they 
are capable. 


> IN WINNETKA, ILLINOIS, a suburb 
of Chicago, the school board asked commu- 
nity leaders to organize a Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee on Teachers’ Salaries. James C. 
Worthy, vice-president of Sears, Roebuck and 
Company, was chairman. For eight months, 
the committee studied teachers’ salaries as 
they would any problem of national con- 
cern. The committee consulted with the fac- 
ulty welfare committee, principals, teachers, 
and experts in the field of compensation prac- 
tices on national, county, and local levels. 
The 74-page report the committee issued is 
considered to be the most thorough inquiry 
into the problem yet made by a citizens’ com- 
mittee. “The Winnetka [ Turn to page 16

Recommendations,” calling for a 
complete revision of teachers’ sal- 
ary schedules, are now in wide- 
spread use as a model for other 
communities to compare salaries, 
dependency and pension programs, 
and related financial problems. 

Perhaps the hardest truth about 
our system is the best known: 
Methods of teaching are only as 
good as the teachers who employ 
them. Good teachers are lost to high- 
er paying fields; good people are 
dissuaded from becoming teachers 
when the financial rewards are so 
much greater in other professions. 
Too, prestige in our society is 
largely based on income—and the 
teaching profession suffers most 
under this system. 


> IN SARASOTA, FLORIDA, 
Philip Hiss, one of the country’s 
top designers, appointed himself a 
one-man missionary to overcome 
some of these same problems. He 
talked to anyone who would listen, 
and eventually was elected to the 
school board. He wanted modern 
schools that not only would be at- 
tractive, but would eliminate fire 
and sanitary hazards. His enthu- 
siasm was infectious. He called in 
five of the country’s best-known 
architects: Paul Rudolph designed 
a high school; Mark Hampton, 
with John Crowell, a junior high; 
Gene Leedy, with William Rupp, 
anelementaryschool ; William Zim- 
merman, an elementary school and 
a junior high; Victor Lundy, an 
addition to an elementary school. 
The program also included the 
addition of classrooms by Bolton 
McBryde & West & Waters to two 
elementary schools. The drawings 
excited the school board. A $4.4 
million school bond issue was 
passed. State and local support 
brought the total building program

to over $6 million, and added a 
new high school designed by Paul 
Rudolph and a new primary schoo! 
designed by Mark Hampton to the 
program. Today, Sarasota with 
some of the most beautiful school; 
in America, together with its pro- 
gram for gifted students and teach- 
ers’ salaries that include merit 
raises, has advanced in a few years 
from a declining school system to 
one of the best in the country. 


> IN SAN ANGELO, TEXAS, 
citizens’ committees working with 
the Board of Education built one 
of the most remarkable schools in 
the country. Thirty acres near the 
center of the city were set aside for 
11 new school buildings and a 
unique park-like campus. These 
buildings are divided for three 
functions—academic, social, and 
community—since in smaller towns 
schools usually double as commun- 
ity centers. 

We know that physical sur- 
roundings can influence a child’s 
attitudes and work habits. But per- 
haps more significant, a school that 
is run-down can endanger a child’s 
health and even his life. Countless 
schools in America are virtual fire- 
traps; some are understaffed to the 
point where ordinary maintenance 
is neglected. There are cases where 
schools have become so unsanitary 
that children refuse even to use the 
lavatories.

Here’s the room that was gained from the formerly useless corner. It 
could be a private study, child’s bedroom, guest room, hobby shop, or 
whatever your family needs. Economical wall finish materials have 
this handsome look when they are carefully chosen. 





New dormer takes shape: End 
wall of the old dormer has 
been dismantled carefully so 
siding and sheathing can be 
re-used on the addition. 

The roofing also has been 
stripped away to locate and 
tie in new rafters. 

Precut framing is plumbed 
and nailed in place to the new 
top and bottom plates. 
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The first job was the addition 
of matching flooring for the 
entire area that was planned 
for finished space. 

Plates (2x4s) were nailed to 
the top of the first floor ceiling 
rafters, in line with the exist- 
ing dormer. 

These became the base for 
new exterior wall framework. 


Old roof rafters have been cut 
off flush with the new plate. 
They are pried away from the 
ridge pole and re-used as new 
combination collar beams and 
rafters (same at both ends). 
The ridge pole is firmly 
braced every two feet, which 
keeps it from sagging. 
Prebuilt windows will slip 
into the framed opening.

The corner of the new dormer has been reinforced with double 
2x4s that also form a nailer for the interior finish. 

New roof sheathing is applied and temporarily covered with 
asphalt, lapped 6 inches. End wall of the dormer is rebuilt with 
the old materials salvaged from the former,dormer framework. 
Rear wall is then covered with new siding. 


For the shallow-pitched new 
area of dormer roof, pattern 
of existing roof was followed. 

Temporary cover of asphalt 
felt, nailed securely, keeps the 
work weathertight. The new, 
matching shingles are inter- 
laced with old ones as shown. 

A new section of rain gutter 
was added; downspout was 
moved to the end of dormer.

Hoors oo up a new way 


oie you can have a completely new look for any in- 
terior door. This recently developed hardware lets you 
hang the door over the opening and eliminates much of 
the labor usually required. In addition to economy, it also 
gives you a new decorating freedom, since it makes wood 
jambs, stops, and face trim unnecessary. 


Choose a door larger than the 
opening so it overlaps top and 
both sides slightly.

Stop these weeds now! 


The three weeds shown here don’t 
rest when winter comes. They grow 
best in the cool, crisp days of fall 
and early spring. 

A chemical control must remain 
active in cold soil to stop these 
weeds. Fortunately, pre-emergence 
crabgrass controls containing ar- 


senic do a good job. You apply 
them dry, with a spreader. 

Apply these ‘“‘pre-killers” this 
fall at the rate recommended for 
crabgrass control. You'll destroy 
most of the seedlings of these three 


cool-weather weeds plus most of 


your crabgrass next summer. 








Annual Bluegrass 


This annual grass rarely lives more than a year. It makes 
its maximum growth during late fall and early spring, when 
other grasses are dormant; but it matures and dies when 
the days grow warm, leaving a blotchy, irregular lawn. 


Knotweed 


Knotweed has a tough, slender stem with “knotted” joints. 
It may grow almost as thickly as grass on infertile, com- 
pacted soils. Combine chemical controls with an improved 
maintenance program—particularly aeration, feeding.

First to bloom, a surprise to delight 
the whole neighborhood. You’ll find these fascinating 
newer hybrids listed under botanical tulips. They open 
saucer-size flowers on the briefest of stems, are gorgeous- 
ly patterned in gold, reds, and jade green.

Bulbs should 
feel heavy, be free of gouges, have most of their outer coats.

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For all kinds of tulips, first fork, 
then pulverize the soil. Rake to 
level again. Space the bulbs on the 
surface 7 inches apart. : 

Lift each in turn. Open the soil 
with a stab of your trowel blade. 


For showiest effects next spring, 
set bulbs in clumps of one color. 
Each can contain from 5 to 25. 

A label in center of each clump 
is a great aid when you're planning 
color combinations.

amazing high country 


The land between the Great Plains and the Pacific Coast is

still a frontier, a land spanned by the airplane but not really 


touched by it, a rugged land that begets a 


ui man has his own symbol for a country he knows. 
What is a certain place? Perhaps, to you, it is the look of a 
tree hanging above a creek; to someone else, the sound of 
waves on a shore: to a third, scent from budding trees in 
spring. But whatever the symbol, to the person who owns it, 
this symbol makes real the land or the city or the remem- 
bered sea, far more than facts and populations, areas and 
produce. 

Thus, when I think of the country which lies between the 
Central Plains of the United States and the mountains shut- 
ting off its northwesterly coast, I think of a mountain forest 
fire and spotted Indian horses grazing. These things are my 
personal mark of the country which has no real boundaries; 
no single, salient characteristic such as tropic heat or ever- 


va

lasting snow; not even a proper name. It has been called the 
high country, this land of Montana, Wyoming, Utah, 
Idaho, Nevada, and parts of adjacent states; but it is not all 
high. It has been called intermountain, which means very 
little (and certainly it has no exclusive claim to mountains). 
Speak of it as cattle country or Western in the sense of sing- 
ing cowboys and beaver trappers, grazing land or barrens, 
and on each count there can be an argument. The limits are 
similarly difficult. It begins somewhere west of Omaha 
perhaps where refinery stacks spread their smoke over Cas- 
per, Wyoming. It ends somewhere beyond Pendleton or 
Spokane or Reno, where the country and the people in it 
begin to look always toward the western sea. Its northern 
limit can be on either side of the Canadian border; its 
southern side peters out slowly in Nevada’s sands and Col- 
orado’s western flats. 

Yet I believe this area has a distinct character; this is, 
above all, a country of drama. Sparse peopling is a factor in 
other geography; low rainfall affects many areas; others 
have storms and mountains to match those found here. But 
I do not believe these other places can match this land in the 
cloth from which stories are made, the materials of tragedy 
and strangeness, the stuff of legends and dreams. 

Some of the legends are living: Louisa Christensen, very 
much so, although terribly disappointing to people who 
have preconceptions about her. Louisa never belted-on a 
pistol in her life, she can’t roll her own cigarettes, and she 
doesn’t own a shirt gaudy enough to make decent color 
photographs. By her appearance and her talk, she’s a con- 
tented, gray-side-of-middle-age housewife, at home in 
neighborhood talk fests or at church socials. 

But to see Louisa, it’s necessary to go 30 miles out of 
Philipsburg, Montana, into the foothills of the gorgeous 
Sapphire Mountains. There you may find her—or could, 
the last time I was there—on a 7,000-acre ranch which she 
ran alone for many years. A late second marriage relieved 
Mrs. Christensen of some of her responsibilities a few years 
ago. But she’s still likely to be out on the range somewhere, 
assisting in the calving season, branding some of the hun-

Levenson’s humor, too, has the ring of truth 
to it—authentic but justifiably exaggerated reminiscences of 
his teaching days and his relatives. He actually did ask one of 
his students, ‘What caused the fall of the Roman Empire?” 
and heard the student reply, “‘Carelessness.”’ And he did, in a 
moment of wild abandon, spend a week’s salary on a mag- 
num of champagne and a pound of caviar for his inces- 
santly complaining Aunt Beckie, who was unimpressed but 
admitted grudgingly, ‘“‘The ginger ale wasn’t so bad, but 
you must have left that huckleberry jelly standing next to 
some fish all night!” 

In addition to telling jokes so fast the audience laughs be- 
fore they know what’s funny, Bob Hope skillfully involves 
his listeners by opening with local allusions. At a naval base, 
Hope tells the story of the hometown lass who kissed so many 
sailors her lips went in and out with the tide.

How to roast meat to perfection 


Meat thermometer— use one 
every time you cook a roast. That’s 
the only way to tell when meat is 
done. Insert so tip is in center of 
roast —mustn’t touch bone, fat, 
or metal (as barbecue spit 


Constant low temperature for 
roasting cuts the shrinkage. That 
means there’ll be more roast left 
to slice! So keep oven at 325°. 


A shallow pan is best. Do not 
cover. Don’t add water. Place 
roast fat side up in pan — use a rack 
unless bones of roast make rack. 


Large tender euts are for roast- 
ing. You might choose a pork loin 
or shoulder roast, a standing or 
rolled rib beef roast, a leg of lamb.

Pork sirloin roast—here’s how for handsome, boneless slices 





§ When you buy the roast, make sure backbone 
has been loosened. Then after roasting, and be- 
fore you bring the roast to the table, cut off back- 
bone and any strings that held it in place. 

In carving, first cut underneath the tenderloin 
to remove this long, narrow, boneless piece. 


2 Start at the large end of the tenderloin and 
carve diagonal slices, about 4% inch thick. The 
advantage of this bias-cutting: Slices will be larg- 
er than if carved straight across. 

Put the slices of tenderloin on an extra serving 
platter or at one side of your carving board. 





3 Turn remaining roast onto fat side and remove 
“finger” bones (all in one piece) which lie under 
the tenderloin. Be sure to give everyone a slice 
of the tenderloin-— it’s the choicest meat—as 
well as a slice from other part of roast. 





§ Stand remaining piece of loin on end and re- 
move hipbone. Before you stop carving, it’s best 
to slice enough for firsts all around. Then you can 
serve the plates at one time— meat stays warm, 


and no one is served far ahead of others. 





4 Now turn the roast fat side up again. Carve 
along the narrow, boneless section of loin until 
you reach the hipbone. These slices are large, 
good-looking — keep them thin, about 4% inch. 
Takes a sharp carving knife for the job.

6 Carve the last chunk of boneless meat into at- 
tractive servings —perhaps for seconds. If you 
don’t need so many helpings for one meal, wait 
to slice this portion until next day. A sturdy 
fork anchors meat firmly for easy carving.

1 This is a thick-cut round steak. Divide it into 
two pieces at the natural seam that goes the length 
of the steak.

MEATS—Look and Cook 


Betterburgers 


If your problem is dry “bullet” burgers, 
try Betterburgers. They're nice and 
juicy this slice-and-cook way— 

Gently roll ground beef in origi- 
nal wrapping (loosen it first) or in 
waxed paper to form a roll, about 
3 inches thick. (Handle lightly. Do 
not pack.) Cut in '%- to %4-inch 
slices. (See picture above.) Heat 
skillet till sizzling hot. Sprinkle salt 
from salt shaker into empty skillet, 
as if you were salting burgers (1% 
to 1 teaspoon for 1 pound of meat). 
Shake skillet to distribute salt even- 
ly. Put meat patties in skillet. Sear 
(on one side only) about 1 minute. 
Lower heat to medium and con- 
tinue cooking 2 or 3 minutes. Turn 
patties and cook 2 or 3 minutes 
longer or to desired doneness— 
rare, medium, or well-done. (Turn 
only once.) Serve on toasted slices of 
garlic bread. Count on 4 servings 
from 1 pound ground beef. 


Roast Stuffed Chicken 


Perfec tly delicious Sunday dinner. For 
company, roast a brace of birds— 

1 3- to 4-pound ready-to-cook 

broiler-fryer chicken 

1 recipe Herb Bread Stuffing 
Wash outside with cold water; 
wipe inside with damp cloth; dry 
thoroughly. Stuff loosely with Herb 
Bread Stuffing. Skewer opening 
shut and lace with cord. Fold neck 
skin over back, fasten with skewer. 
Fold wings across back and tie tips 
together with cord. Tie drumsticks 
to tail. 

Place breast up on rack in shal- 
low roasting pan (or breast down, 
if using V-rack). Brush with melted 
butter or margarine. Roast uncov- 
ered in hot oven (400°) 134 to 214 
hours or till tender, basting occa- 
sionally with drippings. 

When bird is about 24 done, cut 
cord between drumsticks and tail. 
(If roasted breast down, turn breast 
up to brown.) Continue roasting 
till done—thickest part of thigh 
meat will feel very soft when 
pressed between fingers (protect 
with paper towels) and you can 
move drumstick up and down easi- 
ly. Remove to warm platter and 
let stand a few minutes before carv- 
ing. Makes 4 servings. 

Better Homes & Gardens Test- 
Kitchen note: If you prefer to 
roast chicken unstuffed, sprinkle 
inside of bird with 1 teaspoon salt 
before it goes into oven. For flavor, 
tuck in some celery leaves and 
chopped onion if you like. Push 
ends of drumstick under strip of 
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skin, if present, or tie to tail; when 
bird is 4 done, snip strip of skin or 
cord. Cut 15 to 20 minutes from 
total roasting time. 


Herb Bread Stuffing 


Ox call on an easy-does-it package of 
herb-seasoned stuffing— 

4 cups slightly dry bread cubes 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon sage 

Dash pepper 

14 cup finely chopped onion 

14 cup finely chopped celery 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine

Combine bread cubes, salt, sage, 
and pepper. Cook onion and celery 
in butter till tender but not brown; 
pour over bread mixture. Add 
broth; toss lightly. Makes about 3 
cups. 


Cream Gravy 


Here’s how to make it smooth. Chopped 
cooked giblets add rich flavor— 

In covered pan, simmer (don’t 
boil) chicken giblets till tender in 
lightly salted water to cover—add 
few celery leaves and onion slices to 
water. Heart and gizzard take 
about 1 to 144 hours—be sure they 
are cooked fork-tender. Liver takes 
only 5 to 10 minutes, so add during 
last few minutes. Let giblets cool in 
broth; remove giblets and chop. 
Use part of broth in stuffing. 

After transferring cooked chick- 
en to a warm platter, leave crusty 
bits in pan and pour the liquid 
from pan into a measuring cup. 
When fat comes to the top, skim it 
off. Then for each cup gravy, use 
these proportions: Measure 2 ta- 
blespoons of fat back into roast- 
ing pan. Add 2 tablespoons flour 
and blend thoroughly. (See picture 
above.) Cook over low heat till 
frothy, stirring constantly. (For 
richer flavor and color, add a litle 
kitchen bouquet.) Remove from 
heat and add 1 cup milk or light 
cream. Stir smooth, return to heat 
and cook till thick, stirring con- 
stantly and scraping bottom and 
sides of pan to blend in the crusty 
bits.

The why, where, when, and how of Ikebana International 


I, Japan they never judge flower 
arrangements against each other: 
An arrangement to them is an ex- 
pression of the soul. And they say, 
“‘Who can judge the soul?” 


When our armed forces and 
their families were in Japan, the 
wives and many of the men became 
enthusiastic students of flower ar- 
rangement. As a result, Mrs. Ellen 
Gordon Allen, wife of Major Gen- 
eral F. A. Allen, Jr., conceived the 
idea of an international society of 
flower arrangers—translated into 
Japanese, “Ikebana Internation- 
al.”” Mrs. George J. Kramer, one 
of the organizers, became Ikebana 
International’s first president from 
its founding date August 1956 to 
June 1959. Both Mrs. Allen and 
Mrs. Kramer hold high teacher’s 
degrees in ikebana (flower arrang- 
ing) and are outstanding lecturers 
on the subject. 


Ikebana International, dedi- 
cated to the art of flower arrange- 
ment, is registered under Japanese 
law as a cultural, nonprofit, non- 
governmental organization. Mem- 
bership is open to adherents of all 
schools of Japanese ikebana be they 
pupils, teachers, Japanese, foreign- 
ers, or individuals just interested in 
helping to spread the knowledge of 
the floral art of Japan. 


There are thousands of ikebana 
schools in Japan, each headed by a 
flower master with assistants. Many 
of these masters are members of 
Ikebana International. Examples 
from three of these schools are pic- 
tured here. Headquarters of Ike- 
bana International are in the fa- 
mous Takashimaya store, Tokyo, 
Japan. The address is: Ikebana 
International, CPO Box 1262, 
Tokyo, Japan. There are 28 char- 
tered chapters all over the world. 
Publications in English; dues $5. 
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The famous Ohara School teaches its students 
both abstract and classic styles. Steps 1 to 5 
show order of structural line placement, using 
intertwined bleached tree branches secured on 
needlepoint holder fitted in bowl base. 





The natural style arrange- 
ment, using mock orange with 
chrysanthemums as an axis, is 
one of the simpler types taught 
at the Sogetsu School. Its curved 
lines add pleasing motion. 
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This unusual group of rushes 
is first arranged on a needlepoint 
holder in high, medium, and low 
lines. Rushes are then bent in 
various triangles to stand at dif- 
ferent heights. 





Classic simplicity of line is the 
basis of Flower Master Seifu 
Kobayashi’s Koryu School, as 
Mrs. Kramer has demonstrated 
in this arrangement of poppies 
and lemon lilies.

This time pizza is a spicy dessert— 
Aluminum foil 
Plain Pastry

7 tart, medium apples

4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon

4 cup sugar

Cut a 15-inch circle from 18-inch- 
wide aluminum foil. Roll pastry on 
foil to fit circle. Trim edge with 
pastry wheel.

Core ap- 
ples, but do not pare; slice a little 
less than '% inch thick (7 cups 
sliced).

Combine 4 cup sugar and the 
spices; sprinkle over apples. Com- 
bine flour and 14 cup sugar; cut in 
butter till crumbly; sprinkle over 
top. Turn up the %4-inch rim of 
pastry and foil; flute. Bake in very 
hot oven (450°) 20 to 25 minutes or 
till crust is brown and apples are 
done. Center with a small whole 
apple and a few green leaves for 
garnish. Cut pie in 10 wedges and 
serve warm. 

Plain Pastry 

2 cups sifted enriched flour 

1 teaspoon salt

Sift together flour and salt; cut in 
shortening with pastry blender or 
blending fork till pieces are the size 
of small peas.

A 43-year-old Chicago steelworker recently 
signed out after the night shift and hurried home 
where his wife and teen-age daughter were all 
packed and ready to start on a vacation jaunt to 
Norfolk, Virginia. Pausing only for a quick 
shower, he grabbed a snack to eat en route, load- 
ed his eager family beside him, and was on the 
road by 5 a.m. Thirteen hours and 422 miles 
later, on the Pennsylvania Turnpike, he was still 
grinding out distance with fierce determination 
when nature intervened. The ordeal became too 
much for him, and the man dozed off at the 
wheel. Both passengers were asleep, too. For a 
minute or so, the car fluttered aimlessly across 
the highway—first this way, then that—like a 
giddy butterfly. Then, inevitably, it slammed 
into a medial rail. The driver and his wife were 
killed. Their daughter was critically injured. 

On the same Turnpike, a 25-year-old man 
from Youngstown, Ohio, was driving the other 
direction. He had finished a full day’s work in a 
Philadelphia hospital, and set out for home 
around dinner time. Just east of Pittsburgh, he 
stopped for gas at 1 o’clock in the morning and 
met two hitchhikers headed his way. He offered 
them a lift. A half-hour later, the man fell asleep 
and ran his car into the rear of a tractor-trailer 
laboring up a long grade. All three occupants of 
the car were critically injured. One of the riders 
died after 23 days of suffering. 

A state trooper reporting the accident noted: 
“If this man had rested before starting out— 
or had pulled off the road for a nap—this acci- 
dent could have been prevented.” 

A long list of such incidents, heavily spiced 
with head-on collisions that kill as many as 10 
victims each, has proved that “driver asleep”’ 
is a major dilemma on every superhighway in 
America. On the New York Thruway, for in- 
stance, dozing drivers cause 40 per cent more 
crack-ups than speeding—and the speeding 
ratio is high. Similarly, the problem leads, or 
nearly leads, the list of offenses that cause acci- 
dents on the Garden State Parkway and also 
on the Maine, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
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rides with the 
SLEEPYHEAD 


On America’s superhighways, “‘sleepouts”’ 
are a menace. The New York Thruway 
reports that drowsy drivers cause 40 


per cent more accidents than speeding. 


New Jersey, Oklahoma, and Kansas Turnpikes. 

Kansas, in fact, reports a decline in speeding 
but a rise in the number of sleepers. And when 
officials of Oklahoma’s Turner Turnpike an- 
alyzed 228 serious accidents that had occurred 
on that highway during a 43-month period, they 
found that “‘sleepouts’’ were responsible for 104 
of them—and for 38 per cent of fatalities. 

This Oklahoma survey was revealing on sev- 
eral other counts. For one thing, it showed that 
although the average driver involved in an acci- 
dent is 34 years old, 78 per cent of the drivers 
involved in sleepouts were under 34. It indicated, 
too, that midnight to 8 a.m. is the worst time for 
sleepouts and, not so predictable, that there are 
over twice as many such accidents in the after- 
noon as there are from dusk to midnight. Final- 
ly, 80 per cent of the drivers who dozed off were 
either returning Oklahomans or out-of-staters; 
mishaps at the start of a journey were rare. 

Inasmuch as the Turner Turnpike is only 88 
miles long and can be traversed in an hour and 
22 minutes at legal speed, it’s unrealistic to lay 
the blame for drowsiness solely on monotonous 
superhighway driving. A more important con- 
sideration seems to be, what was the driver doing 
the 18 hours before he reached the turnpike? 

The same question is being studied by anxious 
officials of Connecticut’s 37-mile Merritt Park- 
way and New York’s 500-plus-mile Thruway. 
On both of these roads, so many drivers have 
dozed off and crashed into concrete bridge 
abutments that “sleeper rails” had to be installed 
to divert stray automobiles. Scars on many of 
these barriers, which were included as original 
equipment on the Ohio and Indiana Turnpikes, 
testify to the wisdom of the precaution. 


In the course of my work, I’ve driven well 
over 100,000 miles on our 12 major turnpikes. 
And from troopers and truckers long familiar 
with the problem, I’ve learned that the main 
cause of sleepouts is the driver who stays at the 
wheel much longer than he’s accustomed to. He 
thinks he’ll somehow stay awake, but takes no 
steps to assure it—and before long he’s asleep. 
Long-haul drivers must consciously work at the business 
of staying awake. Nothing is more unnatural than 
sitting in one position [ Turn to page 132

seven or eight hours, arms and legs 
extended, listening to the soporific 
hum of motor and wheels. Yet an 
extended trip in a modern car, with 


its soft, divan-like seat, creates 
exactly this condition. 
The very first rule, then—an ab- 


solute necessity for survival—is 
that the long-distance driver must 
make periodic stops whether he feels 
like it or not. The army rule for 
motor convoys is a 10-minute 
break every two hours. All drivers 
benefit enormously from this prac- 
tice—and without impairing their 
mileage record as much as is often 
expected. Even with a relief driver, 
the “pit stop’’—for light refresh- 
ment, a Cat nap, or simply a stretch 

is a boon to both passengers and 
driver. One thing the professionals 
insist on: You can’t fight sleep at 
the wheel; you have to stop and 
get out. 

What else, besides the driver’s 
failure to rest, causes sleepouts? 


Reflected glare, for one thing. 
I’ve found that I get sleepier in an 
hour’s driving in the sun than I do 
in three hours’ driving with less 
light. Other people must be af- 
fected the same way since, as re- 
ported above, twice as many sleep- 
outs occur during bright daylight 
hours as in the hours from dusk to 
midnight. The obvious remedy is a 
good pair of sunglasses or a non- 
glare windshield. 


Carbon monoxide is another 
cause of drowsiness. A few years 
ago, independent road tests in 


California and Connecticut re- 
vealed that not one of some 2,000 
cars checked was entirely free from 
fumes. This isn’t too serious in 
everyday driving, when you’re in 
and out of the car often, but it’s a 
grave matter on a long, unbroken 
trip. Prolonged exposure to even 
small concentrations of carbon 
dioxide induces sieepiness, so the 
value of a periodic stop for fresh 
air, if for no other reason, is self- 
evident. It’s also wise to have your 
exhaust system carefully checked. 


Poor posture is a third culprit; it 
can’t help but aggravate fatigue 
and cause nervous strain. But De- 
troit isn’t entirely to blame for in- 
stalling the soft, sofa-like seats that 
invite slumping. The typical car 
buyer, not recognizing the danger, 
insists on this luxury, and would 
reject a seat as firm and functional 
as the kind used by truckers. 

Perhaps the best answer to the 
posture problem—considering the 
vast range of height, weight, and 
shape to which mass-produced cars 
must be fitted—might be a seating 
accessory that could be adapted to 
individual needs. The most prom- 
ising item I’ve seen along this line 
is anew three-way adjustable back- 
rest. It consists of a seat that pre- 
vents your sinking deep into the 
soft cushion, and a well-ventilated 
back which, shaped to the contour 
of your body, provides support for 
your lower back.

Many drivers try to achieve cor- 
rect driving posture—orthopedists 
say you should be able to drop a 
plumb line from your ear to your 
hip bone—by other types of back- 
rests. The familiar wedge-shaped 
cushion, with the thick edge down to 
force the small of the back forward, 
is one of the most popular. 


Or; course, the responsibility for 
fending off drowsiness rightfully 
rests with the driver, but since 
highway and automotive engineers 
have given us roads and cars that 
lull us to sleep, it’s not unreason- 
able to suggest that they provide 
some workable antidotes, too. And 
at least some of them—engineers 


on New _ Jersey’s Garden State 
Parkway—have done just that 
with the famous “singing shoul- 


der.”” This is a heavily corrugated 
concrete strip, about a foot wide, 
bordering the right-hand driving 
lane. Any driver, sleepy or other- 
wise, whose wheels wander over 
onto this strip is instantly alerted 
by the unmistakable wail of his 
tires on the corrugations. Letters 
to the Parkway Authority from 
grateful drivers have told how this 
ingenious device doubtless saved 
their lives when they dozed off. 
There seems to be no reason why, 
with such public endorsement, 
“singing shoulders’ shouldn’t be 
made part of the growing Inter- 
state Network. 

Less expensive, yet quite effec- 
tive, would be the practice of 
*‘brooming,” or scoring the freshly 
laid concrete for a distance of, say, 
50 feet at intervals of 5 miles or so. 
This has long been standard prac- 
tice on steep grades to afford better 
traction. But brooming alsochanges 
the tone of the tire hum, and it 
could hardly fail to bring a nod- 
ding driver back to attention. 
Even the adaptation of the time- 
honored foghorn for duty as a 
‘sleeper horn” on isolated super- 
highways is not beyond the bounds 
of reason. 


Ties years ago Dr. Alexander 
H. Ryan, of Chicago, made a 
series of fatigue studies in which 
the performance skills of tired driv- 
ers were matched against their 
scores when fresh. One of Dr. 
Ryan’s significant conclusions was 
that many of the subjects made 
very poor showings in standard 
fatigue measurements even though 
they insisted they did not feel tired. 

Another interesting discovery 
was how the average driver’s efh- 
ciency fluctuates. During the first 
three or four hours at the wheel, it 
improves; after five or six hours, 
it’s back where it started ; then effi- 
ciency begins to decline steadily, 
regardless of how alert the driver 
professes to feel. 

Ofcourse, there are some stopgap 
measures to keep you awake on 
highways where parking is barred. 
One is to keep your eyes moving, 
never letting them get set in a fixed 
stare. Another, silly though it might 
sound, is to sing at the top of your 
voice. A third might be taking caf- 
fein pills (or caffein chewing gum, 
new on the market). 

But the only real remedy for 
drowsiness is to stop at the earliest 
chance. And don’t start again till 
you’re rested.

He wandered the vast, vacant land, 
hungry and lonely, when suddenly 
he spotted a female ape munching 
on an apple. She offered to share it 
with him. He looked at her disdain- 
fully and said, “‘Let’s not start that 
all over again.” 

But the storyteller, amateur or 
professional, must realize. that 
while the basic story situations 
don’t change, humor does. It is sad 
to reflect that Will Rogers’ free- 
wheeling barbs at the greats and 
would-be greats in high places 40 
years ago probably would horrify 
audiences today and brand him as 
subversive or worse in the eyes 
of oversensitive individuals. Adlai 
Stevenson’s ready wit actually has 
been cited as a character flaw by 
critics who believe that in a presi- 
dential candidate, at least, a little 
humor is a dangerous thing 


See is the most admired tech- 
nique a good storyteller can ac- 
quire. Jack Benny’s is considered 
flawless. And of 20th century states- 
men, Winston Churchill relies on 


timing to insure maximum effect of 


a serious or humorous comment. 
Robert Sherwood dubbed Church- 
ill “the master of the pregnant 
pause.”” His gar-rumphs and reso- 
nant throat clearings come at pre- 
cisely the right moments. 
Churchill’s instinct for relieving 
tension during the war greatly add- 
ed to his stature. In the early days 
of the London blitz, he motored 


hurriedly to Canterbury to see that 
proper precautions were taken for 
the protection of the famous cathe- 
dral. He assured the gravely 
troubled archbishop that every de- 
vice known to man had been ap- 
plied to protect the edifice. 

““No matter how many close hits 
the Nazis make, I feel sure the 
cathedral will survive,’’ Churchill 
said. 

**Ah, yes, close hits,’’ nodded the 
archbishop gloomily, “but what if 
they score a direct hit upon us?” 

“In that event,” snapped 
Churchill, “you will have to re- 
gard it, my dear archbishop, as a 
summons. 

But Churchill, like Abraham 
Lincoln—and unlike most of us 
has a ready wit and does not have 
to rely on established stories for his 
humor. Lincoln could alleviate the 
most delicate situation with humor, 
to squelch the pompous or relieve 
the tense. When a woman demand- 
ed of him that her son be made a 
colonel because her grandfather 
had fought at Lexington and her 
father at New Orleans and her 
husband at Monterey, Lincoln re- 
plied, “I guess, Madam, your fam- 
ily has done enough for the coun- 
try. It is time to give someone else a 
chance.” 


Whatever the technique, the man 
who can bring the spirit of laugh- 
ter with him is indeed blessed. A 
good storyteller is the kind of party 
guest who knows when to start

Physical fitness tests 


Operation fitness, U.S.A., is now under way. In several states, 


the famous Kraus-Weber tests are being given to school children 


on a state-wide basis. The tests are simple. Try out your children. 


A. we becoming a nation of ‘push-button 


softies’? Yes, according to a study of 4,500 
American children. Almost 58 per cent of them 
did not pass the youth fitness tests shown here. 

Why? Our mechanized life reduces muscular 
activities to a minimum and deprives us and our 
children of the exercise necessary to maintain 
physical fitness. Many American children take 
little part in active games; they spend hours 
sitting in front of television sets; they walk no 


farther than from the house to the family car. 

A flexible, strong body is vitally important for 
maintaining good posture, for moving quickly 
and effectively, and for combatting physical fa- 
tigue, emotional stress, and tension. 

Later testing of those children who started ex- 
ercising showed much improvement. But exer- 
cise must be continued, or weakness returns. 

If your children fail the first time, have them 
practice the exercises a few weeks, then test. 


Test on level, firm surface; child wears pants only. 


To count seconds, say ‘“‘one tomato, two tomato, ... 


Pelvic and lower abdominal muscles. With back 
flat on floor, hands behind neck, knees straight, child 
lifts feet 10 inches, tries to hold for 10 seconds (passing 
mark). Score number of seconds held. 

Extremely arched back may mean weak abdominal 
muscles or posture conducive to sway-back.

Lower abdominal muscles, not using the pelvic 
muscles. On back, hands behind neck, knees bent, feet 
held down by examiner, child tries to roll up almost to 
sitting position; holds for 10 seconds. Try twice. 
Here, tendency to “stiff-back sit-up” may be more 
pronounced, Child may try to use elbows. 
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Pelvic, lower abdominal muscles (second test), On 
back, hands behind neck, Jegs straight, feet held down 
by examiner, child tries to roll up almost into sitting 
position, holds for 10-second count. 

Be sure “roll up” is understood. “Stiff-back sit-up,” 
if persistent, may indicate poor abdominal muscles. 


Upper back muscles. Face down, hands behind his 
neck, pillow under abdomen, feet held down by examin- 
er, child raises up chest, head, shoulders, for 10 seconds. 

Chest or elbows should not touch surface. 
If muscular development is more pronounced on one 
side of spine than other, guard against spinal curvature.

tire tracks of some modern cattle 
rustler. 

Many things have been said

At a lonesome 
ranch on the floor of dry Guano 
Valley, strange people were gath- 
ered: sheep experts watching the 
driving in of a huge flock from the 
high ranges for dipping; the ranch- 
ers and their dogs, wise, withdrawn 
little creatures who knew their 
jobs and cared about nothing else;

versities—and one lone man who 
arrived in a little four-wheel-drive 
desert truck, looked at the others 
gathered for the night, pulled down 
the tail gate—and promptly baked 
cakes for the whole crew. 

While Mabee baked out in the 
ranch-house yard and someone 
else readied mutton chops on the 
kitchen range, a few of the men in- 
side the house talked about Mabee. 
One of the soil conservation men 
said, ‘““Well, you have to remem- 
ber, Bill’s been thinking about 
those same special grasshoppers for 
more than 10 years.”

Somebody asked, ““You mean 
he’s a little touched?” 

*“Not exactly,” said the first. 
‘But just on that one subject. He’s 
a missionary, crying by himself in 
the wilderness.” 

The next day, I followed Bill 
Mabee into his own private wilder- 
ness, that northwestern corner of 
Nevada where a map shows vari- 
ous lakes— Mud, Alkali, Massacre, 
and Boulder—and a single town, 
Vva. (But seldom is there water in 
the lakes, and there has been no 
building at Vya for years.) We 
slipped down across the Oregon 
border on a trail which showed on 
no map of mine. The little truck 
led my panting sedan through dry 
creek beds, up the sides of red 
mountains, and through cuts be- 
tween burned buttes from which 
antelope stared down. 


s a fold between the hills, Bill 
Mabee stopped at a camp, wind- 
blown and dry, where a crew wait- 
ed for him with poison-spray 
trucks, field glasses, and horses to 
carry poisoned grain where the 
trucks could not go. In the early 
morning, still cold in June and 
with a dusting of snow on the worn 
hilltops, Bill showed me his grass- 
hoppers: millions of half-grown 
grasshoppers, lethargic in the cold 
under desert bushes, clustered in 
cracks in the dry soil—but only 
waiting, all of them, for afew warm 
hours. Then they would dry and 
stretch their wings, and, as if at a 
signal, take to the air to travel a 
mile or 10, always to the northwest. 
“We've been checking them,” 
Mabee said, “‘for 11 years, and all 
the way from the southeastern bor- 
der of Nevada—more of them, all 
the time. They’ve spilled over into

parts of California; and this year, 
they may get down over the wall 
into the Oregon farming valleys. 
If they do is 

So Mabee and his crews poi- 
soned, and watched with glasses, 
and marked the spots where mil- 
lions of eggs would be laid: a dozen 
men against the millions eating 
their way northwest. 

But the dozen, aided occasion- 
ally by spraying aircraft and much 
more by a sudden shift in the grass- 
hopper cycle, won their battle. 
That particular horde never did 
get into the lush Oregon valleys 
although a few individuals, through 
unexplained mystery, were picked 
off the icecaps in Glacier National 
Park, some 800 miles northwest of 
their Nevada concentration. 

But the story of Bill Mabee is far 
from done. At last report, he was in 
Iran, having been previously in 
Pakistan and Israel, helping the 
Near East fight its enormous locust 
problem. That was three years ago. 
Wherever he is now, the stuff of 
drama is with him, and the breath 
of free air 


* 
What is the high and the horsy 
country? To me, it’s Louisa Chris- 
tensen and Bill Mabee, and, most 
certainly, Scotty Heter, the manwho 
learned to drop beavers in para- 
chutes from airplanes. In the back 
blocks of the high country, a bea- 
ver is a valuable citizen, contribut- 
ing to water conservation, tree 
growth, and erosion control with 
his engineering projects. But in the 
resorts and towns of northern 
Idaho, such as Payette Lake, he’s 
less welcome. He dams creeks so 
that they flow over highways, cuts 
down fruit trees or ornamentals 
with as much verve as when he 
works on a mountain willow. 
Hence, Scotty Heter, as a state 
game protector, had beavers liter- 
ally on his hands. In Idaho, killing 
them is illegal. The injured citizen 
may only complain of beavers to a 
game protector, who traps them 
and takes them away. But where? 


A beaver transferred upstream does 
the natural thing—comes down- 
stream until he’s back where he 
started. A beaver moved overland 
by truck or horseback betrays his 
physiological weakness; he cannot 
stand jouncing or be long without 
water. Treat him roughly and a 
valuable woods citizen promptly 
dies. 

So Scotty devised wooden boxes 
which would collapse when they 
touched ground and the parachute 
above them ceased to keep strain 
on the shroud lines. The para- 
chutes were equipment silks, not 
too valuable. In these, hundreds of 
beavers now have been removed to 
areas too remote for trucks, too 
tough for horses or beavers carried 
on horseback. 

Scotty Heter, parachuting bea- 
vers or taking time out to show a 
small boy how to pan gold or find a 
handful of tiny rubies in a creek 
bed, is definitely a part of the high 
country. He does not need outside 
drama, because he lives it, every 
time a beaver builds a dam where 
Scotty wanted him to do it. 

What is in this country? Trage- 
dy? More than enough of it: trage- 
dy of the Indians—Crows, Nez 
Perces, Umatillas, Blackfeet, all the 
proud people who lost their pride 
while the white civilization around 
them eroded their blood. There’s 
the tragedy of the beautiful nation- 
al parks, Yellowstone and Glacier, 
which have withstood all that na- 
ture could do to them but cannot 
hold out much longer against the 
tin cans and thoughtlessness of 
people who come to see them; the 
tragedy of the vanished buffalo, the 
fires which ravage forests, the 
hunters who ravish game, the log- 
gers who cut without caring, the 
homesteaders who broke their 
hearts in the dry country, the min- 
ers who saw their towns die. Oh, 
yes, there’s tragedy enough and al- 
ways has been. This is the tough 
country, with the deepest snows (at 
West Yellowstone, for almost 6

A brief can be maintained that 
this is a country many people 
passed through: on their way to 
glory, to the West, or to obscurity. 
These big states never have shared 
in the rapid permanent growth of 
the Far West; and many of their 
most hopeful enterprises have 
turned out less golden than they 
seemed. Eastern Montana, Wyo- 
ming, and many parts of Idaho 
and Nevada still wear the badges 
of failure: failure for the men who 
hoped to grow wheat on free land; 
failure of gold mines; failure of 
towns to grow into cities, or of large 
populations to gather along the 
lines of the lonesome railroads. 
Drouth beat many of these peo- 
ple, lonesomeness and bitter win- 
ters drove away others. Even grass- 
hoppers (ancestors of Bill Mabee’s 
“pets’’) have taken their toll. Coal 
brought sudden prosperity to a few 
places in Utah, southern Alberta, 
and British Columbia, but left be- 
hind—when the mines ran out or 
the demand lessened—its special 
brand of landscape blotting, as in 
the shocking Crows Nest Pass along 
the Canadian Pacific. 

Even lawlessness has had its fail- 
ures. Butte, sparkling like a million 


jewels, on its mountainside still has 
its mines but only a memory of its 
riotous brawling. Self-conscious 
Cheyenne and Laramie still wear 
the trappings of the swashbuckling 
cattle days—but a small boy being 
careless with a cap pistol can get 
himself arrested there. 

Any spot replete with history has 
an aura of sadness also for the 
things long gone. Wyoming’s In- 
dependence Rock today is only a 
big and spectacular stone, with 
nothing but a sign to recall the 
thousands of immigrant wagons 
which creaked past it on the long 
way west. Ten Sleep, a quiet village 
at the foot of a pass in the Big Horn 
Mountains, was so named by the 
Indians because it was a 10-day 
trip from Fort Laramie. The Frank 
Slide in lower Alberta is a mon- 
strous pile of rocks, but looks not at 
all like a monument for the hun- 
dred men it entombed more than 
Like the buffalo, the 
Digger Indians left no sign. Nor 
did the men who broke their town 

Shelby, Montana—because they 
were sure thousands would travel 
hundreds of miles to see Jack 
Dempsey fight in 1923. The visitors 
didn’t come, and Shelby was years 
in recovering from the cost.

Bu: sadness for the vanished past 
is only background music for this 
country between the plains and the 
coastal mountains; and I would 
not suggest that residents or visitors 
brood often on it. The waitress who 
makes change for a visitor with a 


handful of silver dollars—when 
this first happens, somewhere in 
Wyoming or Montana, the East- 
erner may be sure he is in the high 
country of which we speak—likely 
has no idea of why she uses them in- 
stead of paper.

\\ E WERE just back from our 


honeymoon,” Marguerite Smith said 
recently, ““when the pains started in 
my feet, like a constant aching.

Nothing 
he did helped. My ankles soon hurt, 
then my knees. In four weeks | 
couldn’t walk. The doctor said I’d 
have to be in a hospital.” 

For three weeks Marguerite lay in a 
hospital bed. “Every joint in my body 
was hot and weak. First I was afraid 
to try to move. Then I tried, but I 
couldn’t move. Finally they gave it a 
name—rheumatoid arthritis.” 

This was in 1943. Doctors said there 
was little help beyond aspirin and. bed 
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rest. The alternatives were gold salts 
and fever therapy. Sometimes they 
worked, sometimes they didn’t. 
‘They gave me a paper to sign for 
the therapy,” says Marguerite. “‘But 


Joe and I were afraid. We know people 


had died in those treatments. I pushed 
the paper away and cried.” 

In five weeks the inflamed joints 
were quieter. But Marguerite’s legs 
were twisted and rigid at the knee. Her 
arms and hands were bent and weak. 
She went home in a wheel chair, help- 
less. Joe Smith did the housework 
nights and mornings. Mareguerite’s 
mother came to care for her. “That,” 
says Marguerite, “was how I began 
married life.”

Physical therapy, in arthritis, is 
a grinding battle to break muscle 
spasms and move frozen joints 
Wonder drugs may give the joints 
new freedom and lull the pain, but 
a laborious struggle is still neces- 
sary to make the weak muscles 
work again, to make damaged 
joints straighten and flex and bear 
weight 

‘The treatment begins,” Mar- 
guerite says, “with whirlpool baths 
and heat lamps. Then you lie on a 
table, and the therapist tries to 
straighten your knee. It’s stiff and 
twisted, and moving hurts it, but 
you can get an inch. With the help 
of your therapist and all the 
strength you can muster, you can 
get another quarter-inch. Then 
you work on your elbow, and then 
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each of your fingers. The pain can 
be bad, and you can work on it 
eight hours a day, but at the end 
of that day you’re a quarter-inch 
closer to living.” 

Progress in physical therapy is 
made up of a hundred little ideas, 
small improvements. No startling 
development has been found in a 
decade, but what is new is the com- 
bination of ideas, the over-all plan 
a physician can use to lay the foun- 
dation for steady progress back to 
usefulness. New drugs and surgery 
make that progress faster. 

After three months, Marguerite 
left the hospital, still too bent and 
weak to manage alone. But in 1948 
she had another child. Then in 
1950 the hospital asked Margue- 
rite to take part in a study of new 
drugs. She went eagerly. 

A week later she was given a few 


tablets. “‘Next day I pushed out of 


the high bed,”’ she says, ‘“‘and my 
feet hit the floor hard. I braced for 
pain, but there was none. So I tried 
it again, and there was still no 
pain. I started to laugh. For 10 
minutes I kept climbing up on the 
bed and jumping down, and | 
laughed until I cried.” 
Marguerite had been one of the 
first arthritics to get cortisone. This 
synthetic hormone reduced inflam- 
mation. It has dangers, but it can 
break the grip of arthritis. Now 
there are newer, safer forms of the 
drug, such as prednisone, triam- 
cinolone, and methylprednisoline. 
*‘With cortisone, and more ther- 
apy,” says Marguerite,’ “I could 


take care of my girls alone. One 
hand is weak. One Jeg is still a 
little stiff. I’ve got some bent fingers. 
But to Joe and me, these things 
seem like nothing at all.” 

“Mrs. Smith’s early history,” 
her doctor says, “shows what hap- 
pens to the arthritic who doesn’t 
get proper treatment. The rheu- 
matoid arthritic today can be 
spared these long years of waste. 
It’s criminal that many thousands 
are not taking advantage of such 
help.” 

Over 4 million Americans now 
suffer from rheumatoid arthritis, 
some 3 million of them women, 
mostly under 45. There is no real 
cure yet, but the disease can now 
be controlled. Doctors recently 
announced the new dexametha- 
sone, a relative of cortisone which 
is reported to be 25 times more po- 
tent. It seems free of some of the 
major side effects of the other cor- 
tisone-type drugs, especially that 
of water retention. In one study of 
18 patients who were not helped 
by any other drug, 16 showed im- 
provement with dexamethasone. 

Another new drug, chloroquine 
long used against malaria), may 
help 50 to 70 per cent of its users. 
A third of these people seem to be 
in complete remission after taking 
the drug for a relatively prolonged 
period. Chloroquine has few side 
effects and is useful to the many 
patients whose physical conditions 

such as high blood pressure 
have barred the use of cortisone.

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New therapy ideas are appear- 
ing. Several studies have shown 
that the simple device of deep 
breathing can help free joints and 
kill pain. This theory may partly 
explain why aspirin has helped 
arthritics (heavy doses cause fast, 
deep breathing), why arthritics 
often suffer pain on rising (their 
breathing has been shallow), and 
why fever therapy has often given 
relief. 

Because rheumatoid arthritis is 
a complex disease, involving the 
whole body and flaring up in a 
hundred ways, it can be difficult 
to diagnose. Often it has been con- 
fused with other illnesses, and pa- 
tients have gone years without 
proper treatment. But today there 
are tests for rheumatoid arthritis. 
They are not yet perfect, but at 
least one—the agglutination test 

is widely used and quite accu- 
rate. A newer test, using bentonite 
or latex particles, is simpler and 
faster, and quickly coming into 
use. Doctors no longer need to de- 
pend on vague symptoms alone. 

Bigger news still is the isolation 
of that factor in the blood stream 
which is the key to the agglutina- 
tion test. Called the rheumatoid 
factor, it may reveal the true cause 
of the disease,*and perhaps one 
day result in a cure. 

So great has been the advance 
in treating rheumatoid arthritis 
that recently the Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Foundation could 
issue this statement: “‘Now in all 
but rare cases, the patient who 
works with his doctor can be as- 
sured that eventually his illness 
will be overcome. For this reason 
it is doubly tragic that many 
thousands of patients are still un- 
recognized.” 

“Ten years ago,” says Margue- 
rite Smith, “I would have given 
anything to hear those words.”

| was 24 when it happened,” 
says Herman Gold. “It was 1938. 
I woke up one night suddenly with 
the pain—a pain so bad I knew 
something serious was wrong. It 
seemed to start on the big toe of my 
right foot.” 

Gold is a big man, six feet tall, 
220 pounds, who has spent much 
of his life in the composing rooms 
of a New York newspaper. “The 
doctor said it was gout,”’ he recalls. 
“I'd always thought gout happened 
to rich old Englishmen who lived 
high. But I had just got married, 
and we couldn’t have lived high if 
we'd wanted to.” 

Gold was taken to the hospital, 
but the pain grew steadily worse. 
Doctors say gout carries some of 
the most biting pain known to 
man. “I needed drugs to sleep,” 
says Gold, “‘and even then I slept 
little. Even the weight of the sheet 
hurt. Finally just moving air in the 
room made the pain unbearable.” 

No medicine helped. The ordeal 
lasted 30 days, and then Gold was 
given the unhappy truth: attacks 
would come again. Gout would 
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plague him all his life. Eventually 
it might cripple him. 

“Your body,’ said a doctor, 
“‘makes too much uric acid from 
the purines in the food you eat. We 
don’t know why. Then the uric 
acid accumulates in joints and 
causes pain. The purines come 
from protein, but of course you 
can’t stop eating protein.” 

“We were just starting out,” 
says Gold, “and this thing hung 
over our heads. Finally, after 15 
months, it came again and lasted 
six weeks. Then I waited for the 
next attack. It came a year later. 

“For 13 years this went on, in 
and out of the hospital. The attacks 
were closer and closer together. 
Then when an attack came in 1951 
I went to a different hospital, 
where I'd heard they were doing 
research. They tried cortisone, but 
it didn’t help me.” 


Gold’s doctor offered a drug 
called colchicine. Gold had taken 
it before without success. But re- 
search had now shown a small dif- 
ference in dosage—two tablets 
every two hours instead of one 
every hour—made it far more 
effective. 

“It didn’t sound like much to 
me,”’ says Gold, “‘but in 24 hours 
I was free from pain.” 

At home again, Gold took regu- 
lar small doses of colchicine. The 
attacks were forestalled, but no 
one could say when they might 
start again. Then doctors made 
another discovery, and Gold of- 
fered himself as a guinea pig. A 
drug had been found which helped 
the body get rid of the trouble- 
making uric acid. It worked. 

Today Herman Gold is free 
from the plague of gout. He has 
had no attack for years. 

The new drug, probenecid, and 
still newer ones, protect him. He 
takes a little colchicine, and drinks 
large quantities of water. 

Gout is now known to be a meta-

bolic disease. In fact, doctors think 
they have found the enzyme re- 
sponsible for producing the excess 
uric acid which causes symptoms. 

But perhaps even more impor- 
tant is the knowledge that gout is 
hereditary. Not long ago Gold’s 
father had his first attack.

| was working on the roof of the 
house,”’ says Frank York, ““when 
suddenly my balance was gone and 
I fell to the concrete, 15 feet below 
After a while I crawled to the 
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garage, where my wife could see 
me. A few minutes later I was in 
the hospital.” 

In a strange way, Frank York’s 
accident was lucky. For when he 
was X-rayed, doctors found a 
small dark spot on his left hip. 

Such a spot—the mark of a 
small, degenerating section of bone 
in a joint—is not unusual. It sig- 
nals a disease called osteoarthritis, 
which to a greater or lesser degree 
bedevils some 5 million Americans. 
Diseased bone ends that are al- 
lowed to degenerate often fuse to- 
gether in a painful crippling. The 
disease can turn its victims into 
helpless invalids. 

York’s fall had nothing to do 
with his osteoarthritis. ““The doc- 
tors finally figured it began with a 
car accident 10 years before,” he 
says. “They thought my hip had 
been hurt, and that for 10 years 
I'd been using it wrong. That had 
started the trouble.” 

Osteoarthritis generally seems 
to come with long stress. It is 
typically a plague of the elderly 
and late-middle-aged. But Frank 
York was only 37. His accident 
had, in a sense, added years to the 
age of his hip 

“They wanted to operate right 
away,” says York. “But I said I 


wanted to hold out till the end of 
the year. I knew it would take 
months to get over this, and I 
wanted to get all the bills paid.” 

For months York struggled to 
keep going. But soon the pain be- 
gan. “It was bad pain,” York says, 
“sharp, like a needle stabbing me. 
Sometimes my hip gave out and 
I'd fall. I'd put weight on it wrong 
and the pain would jab like a hot 
poker.” 

York fought for six months. He 
had to keep moving or the hip 
joint might begin to fuse; he had to 
keep working to clear his debts. 
“Now,” he says, “I wish I'd lis- 
tened to the doctors and had the 
operation right away. I was licked 
from the start anyway. After six 
months I turned around suddenly 
to pick up a tool on the job and 
they had to carry me home.” 

In the hospital, surgery was 
planned. It was 1952, and the best 
hope seemed to be a steel pin that 
would lock the hip surgically 
straight. For York, who worked on 
an auto assembly line, it was a 
hard future to face. But then the 
doctor proposed a new idea. He 
would try replacing the diseased 


bone end with an artificial one of 


plastic. It was risky, but York 
eagerly assented. “I'd seen men in 
wheel chairs,”’ he said. “‘I knew I 
couldn’t take that.” 

After six hours of surgery, York 
was under drugs for three days. 
“When I came out,” he recalls, 
“my hip hurt. But the toughest 
part was still ahead. I had to teach 


my muscles to move that plastic 


joint.” 


The small town of Bell, Cali- 
fornia, in which York lived, offered 
none of the physical therapy usu- 
ally essential to the success of a 


Judet arthoplasty, which is the 


name of his operation. Following 
the instructions of his doctor, York 
began alone the hard, inch-by-inch 
battle to increase the range of mo- 
tion in his hip. 

**‘When it hurt really bad to ex- 
ercise it,” he says, “I'd just think 
of those men in wheel chairs, and 
I'd think of how I liked to travel 
and how much I liked to work.” 
In six months York was back on 
the job. 

For a time the hip was sound. 
Then suddenly York noticed a 
small swelling. He hurried to his 
doctor. Particles of bone had be- 
gun to grow around the plastic 
joint. A relatively new operation, 
surgical debridement, a kind of 
polishing down of the bone, was 
now the only hope to preserve 
York’s physical freedom. 

The operation was a success, but 
for seven months York had to cover 
the same painful trail he had tra- 
versed before; inch by inch he 
worked his way back to normal 
motion, normal strength. When 
there was sharp pain in the hip, 
York became alarmed, but three 
hydrocortisone injections stopped 
the inflammation and York con- 
tinued on his way back. 

Despite his disappointing set- 
back, York was soon walking 
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Now — handiest

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again. He traded crutches for a 
cane, and his cane for a job as a 
truck driver, hauling steel, loading 
and unloading his own truck. “I 
can carry a hundred-pound keg of 
nails now,” he grins. “I can push 
that 30-foot flat-bed truck for 10 
hours. Evenings maybe I paint 
houses—I like to do that—and 
weekends I’m building us a little 
place in the desert where we can 
get away from things. But some- 
times I wonder how much faster I 
could have made it if I’d got treat- 
ment right away.” 

Like most varieties of arthritis, 
osteoarthritis demands good treat- 
ment at once. Frank York’s was a 
difficult and serious case. But 
thousands of osteoarthritics, even 
less afflicted, wait out their lives, 
helpless, in rest homes, without 
hope. Among older Americans, 
the disease is the destroyer of use- 
fulness, shutting out life. Yet these 
people can be given new hope, 
fuller living. 

The Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation sums it up this way: 
“‘With our new drugs, new surgery, 
and new therapy ideas, today, with 
the exception of only a few cases, 
osteoarthritis is certain to yield to 
treatment. While once the osteo- 
arthritic was written off as an in- 
valid, today he can remain able 
and useful.”

y ee my daughter died,” 
Stella Conrad said. “I went to her 


grave every day, in the cold and 
wet, and little by little I felt the 
ache in my arm, very deep. I 
rubbed my arm with liniments and 
put heat on it, but it just got worse. 
Finally, I went to the doctor, who 
thought it was nerves.” 

Mrs. Conrad’s arm was placed 
in a sling and treated with heat 
and massage. “But then it was 
hard to move it,” she says. ““My 
fingers got cold. They swelled up 
and bent stiff. Doctors put my arm 
in a cast to straighten it, but a 
couple of days later the pain was 
in my arm and across my back.” 

When the doctor removed the 
cast, Mrs. Conrad could not move 
her arm. She went home without 
hope. “I gave up on doctors,” she 
says. “In two weeks both arms 
hurt; they were stuck at my sides. 
I was a statue, and I thought I’d 
be like that all my life. I watched 
my husband and my son do the 
housework, and I felt useless. I 
guess I could stand the pain, but 
what I couldn’t stand was feeling 
useless. That was what made me 
go to a clinic I’d heard of.” 

Doctors found both arms and 
hands rigid in muscle spasms. 
They saw that deterioration of 
bone and muscle had begun, that 
circulation was limited. They di- 
agnosed non-articular rheumatism, 
shoulder-hand syndrome. 

This ailment has many forms. It 
is a relative of the stiff joint the 
Sunday gardener or golfer gets, 
and of such complaints as bursitis. 

These aches and pains may dis- 


appear in a few days, or they may 
persist. When they hang on long 
enough to discourage the use of a 
joint for any length of time, there 
is danger of crippling. An unused 
joint tends to deteriorate, pain in- 
creases, and the vicious circle of 
arthritis begins. Interrupting this 
circle early, before permanent 
damage can be done, is vital. 

Mrs. Conrad was admitted to 
the hospital and given cortisone. 
“TI would sit and look at my stiff, 
swollen hands for days,” she says. 
“Then one night when I tried to 
move them, I saw them flex.” 

For eight weeks therapists tried 
to take advantage of the calmed 
disease. An anesthetic was injected 
directly and deeply into her neck 
with long needles. This- blocked 
several nervous pathways. It was 
the last step. The pain was gone, 
and Mrs. Conrad was free. 

*‘When I went home,” she says, 
“T went to the closet, got out the 
ironing board and a shirt, and 
started ironing. It may sound silly, 
but I’ve never been happier in my 
life than when I was ironing that 
shirt. I was useful again.” 

With the development of new 
drugs and techniques for treating 
this non-articular rheumatism, the 
greatest danger for patients now is 
delay. Many thousands use home 
remedies for months, or go to un- 
qualified practitioners. Bursitis, for 
example, can now be relieved very 
quickly in most cases by a new 
treatment that uses ultra-high-fre- 
quency sound waves. But ultra- 


sound is useless, or even dangerous, 
in the hands of anyone but a skilied 
physician. Massage (or “manipu- 
lation,” as some practitioners call 
it) often does far more harm than 
good in arthritis. Diathermy or 
hydro-massage may be a tragic 
waste of time. 

Arthritis is a complex, deceptive 
disease state. Many fine physicians 
will not attempt to treat it, insist- 
ing that patients see rheumatic dis- 
ease specialists. Semiskilled prac- 
titioners and home remedies 
pointless fad diets, worthless se- 
rums, bee venoms, and patent 
medicines and liniments—are keep- 
ing tens of thousands of arthritics 
from useful, pain-free lives. 

“Today,” reports the Arthritis 
and Rheumatism Foundation, ‘“‘we 
are able to stop the pain and crip- 
pling of non-articular rheumatism 
in nearly every case.”

On night I felt great,” says 
Malcolm Mackay, “‘but the next 
morning there was this terrific pain 
in my hip. I was so stiff my parents 
had to help me out of bed.

Door bottom types. A is a metal and felt 
strip which is simply nailed to the door so 
it compresses against the sill. 

B is a metal threshold with vinyl inset. It 
replaces old threshold; the vinyl compresses 
against the bottom edge of the door. 

C is an automatic door bottom with a heavy 
duty felt strip that makes the seal. When the 
door is opened it rises automatically to clear 
the carpeting inside the house. 





Automatic door bottom consists of mechanism 
and covering shield. Both can be trimmed to 
fit any right- or left-hand door 

The mechanism is attached to the door first. 
It goes on the side of the door opposite the 
direction the door sw 





Wood blocks (arrow) hold felt strip down 
during installation and are removed before 
the shield is added.

lo install the metal threshold, remove vinyl 
seal and cut the threshold to fit between the 
door jambs. Then fasten it to the floor with 
the screws included in the package. 

Cut the vinyl seal the same length as the 
threshold and snap it into the grooves. ‘The 
strip covers the screws and will take a lot of 
hard wear from the traffic. 

You may need to trim the bottom of your 
door so the vinyl strip will fit snugly.

Pointers and checks for beginners 





At start, check yourself often on measurements. If you 
set clumps of tulips or other spring-flowering bulbs between 
perennials, it’s best to take soil out and space the bulbs on the 


flat bottom of the hole. Keep bulbs erect. 


The blade of a hand trowel usually measures six inches and 


can be used as a convenient depth gauge. 





Not all tulip bulbs look alike. The one at left here is ready to 
put up a fine large flower next spring. At right is a cluster that 


needs separating so each of the small bulbs can send down 
roots readily. Probably only the largest of the cluster will 
flower this coming spring, but others will later.
